Man Who Was a Social Ac- 
quisition of Warren Coun- 
ty Village Was Economical 
and Seemed Experienced 
in Business. 


Forty days after the new Bahk of 
Holstein, Mo., was organized its cash- 
jer, H. M. Smith, formerly of St. 
Louis, model citizen and social acqui- 
sition to Holstein, disappeared with 
a $7500 shortage in his accounts. 

Before he became a banker: Smith 
Was a grocery clerk in St. Louis and 
then proprietor of a grocery at Over- 








jand Park. When he became cashier 


of the bank he was called upon to 
larger sums of money 
than. he ever shad handled before. 

The Nationhl Surety Co., which Is 
on his bond, and the bank officials who 
are investigating his strange actions, 
say they cannot understand them unless 
handling so much money turned his 
head. 

He has been missing since Oct. 8, but 
his disappearance was kept secret as 
long das possible by the bank authorities. 
Frederick E. Bryan, stockholder and 
attorney for the bank, said secrecy was 
kept because the officials hoped to re- 
capture him with the money. 

“He has taken his wife and two chil- 
dren with him,”’. Bryan said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, “and it will be im- 
possible for him to hide long. We hoped 
to take him with part of the money 
in his possession, at least.’’ 

Bryan said he coulG not believe Smith 


had been guilty of any dishonesty be- 


cause the cashier was known to be 
economical, free from debt and pros- 
perous. . 

It has been eniabllahed that Smith 
drew out $4500 of the money from the 
Third National Bank and the Common- 


wealth Trust.companies,.. which were 


holding reserve funds for the Holstein

Joseph Bels, millionaire advocate and 
financial “angel” of the Single Tax 
cause, arrived in St. Louis Wednesday 
and registered at the Jeferson Hotel. 

Fels came here to speak in the Mis- 
souri single tax campaign, and - has 
several speaking dates. He was told of 


the opposition to the single tax. amend- 
ment shown by real estate men in St. 
Louis, and by many farmers. His re- 
ply was that the single tax would bene- 
fit the farmer as much as anyone, and 
that if the amendment was defeated 
this fall, it would prevail at some fu- 
ture time. 

“Missouri could gain the greatest re- 
turns from this reform by being the first 
to adopt it,” he said. ‘People from 
other states would then flock here, be- 
cause of the enhanced advantages ‘to all 
sorts of business. This has been shown 
in. the British Northwest, which has 
gained 141,000 immigrants from the Unit- 
ed States since the system of taxing 
land values and relieving industry of 
taxation was adopted there.’”’ 

Under the head of land values, Fels 
said, would be included’ not only all

the baseball player and actor, had been 
ill and at tirnes in great suffering. The 
nature of her illness was first known 
after she was forced to go to Dr. Bull's 
sanitarium on the advice of Dr. James 
T. Hunt, who called in Dr. John F., 
Erdmann, eminent surgeon and cancer 
expert, for consultation. It was plain 
to Dr. Erdmann that Miss Hite had not 
long to live, but an operation Was ad- 
vised in the belief that removal of the 
cancer would at least’ prolong life. The 
operation, a most delicate and danger- 
ous one, was performed and the actress 
gained in strength -until she persuaded 
herself and family that she would get 
well. 
Treated by a Healer. 

The gain in strength was such that 
Miss Hite was removed to her mother’s 
home from the sanitarium.. Mrs. Hite 
is an ardent Christian Scientist and her 
daughter became converted to the be- 
ilef that prayer could hear her. A wom- 
an healer called daily on her and until 
Sunday night the improvement contin- 
ued. Then came what the doctors had 
Said could not be avoided. The patient 
began to lose strength rapidly. 

On the advice of Miss Hite Dr. Hunt 
Was Called in early Monday, but all that 
could be done was to relieve her suf- 
fering. Until the last she refused to 
believe that she was dying, and her 
husband was not informed of § the 
change until she had died. A telegram 
then was sent to him at Youngstown, 
O. 

Mabel Hite was born in Kansas City 
and as a child took part in amateur 
theatricals. When she went on the 
professional stage she quickly became 
recognized as a clever soubrette. Her 
work in “The Telephone Girl’ attracted 
a New York manager, and she was in- 
troduced to the East in 
Romance.” . Later she appeared in ‘‘The 
Girl and the Bandit,” and made’a great 
hit as leading woman in “‘A Knight for 
a Day.” 

Returned to Vaudeville. 

In April of last year she played at 
Wallack’s in “A Certain Party.’’ She 
and Donlin were featured members of 
the company. The engagement did not 
last long and Miss Hite returned to 
vi deville. She opened at the Alham- 
bra last. spring and played until June 
at the head of a company of cabaret 
entertainers. Then she became ill. 

Miss Hite’s first husband was Edward 
E. Hamlin of Chicago. She divort2d 
him in. September, 1903, charging de- 
sertion. When Donlin married her in 
April, 1908, she gave her age as 22. 
Soon Donlin gave up baseball and went 
into vaudeville with his wife, the two 
presenting a sketch called ‘Stealing 
Home.”’

When Henry Sommers of Paragould, 
Ark., standing in the corridor outside 
the United States District Court, 


Wednesday, heard letters read that had’ 


been sent to Sommers’ wife by W. C. 
Phelps, who was on trial under the 
white slave act, he became so enraged 
‘hat he rushed into the courtroom with a 
threat to “get” Phelps. He was seized 
by United States Marshal Regenhardt 
and forced out of the court. 

Mrs. Sommers had testified to receiv- 
ng numerous letters from Phelps, urge- 
ng her to join him in 8t. Louis, and 
» leaving her husband and coming 
‘ere, bringing her five children . with 

er, on money sent to her by Pheips. 
They had lived at firat in two rooms on 
Olive street and had later moved to one 
room. 

Assistant District Attorney Daucs 
was reading one of the letters to the 
jury, in which Phelps wrote that Mrs. 
Sommers was the last woman that he 
had hugged and kissed, and expressed 
the hope that he would soon have the 
opportunity of hugging and kissing her 
again. Sommers was standing just out- 
side the door in the corridor, where he 
could hear the reading. As he listened 


claimed: “I’m going in and get him.” 

As he started into the room someone 
who had heard the threat called the 
Marshal. He overtook, Sommers at the 
rail in front of the spectators’ seats, 
seized him and hurried him out of the 
room. He was searched, but no weapon 
except a pocket knife was found on 
him..

the use 6f the bridge to all interurban 
railways without the Gonsent of the 
Southern Illinois company. 


city of St. Louis hereby retains and re- 
serves unto itself the exclusive right to 
issue permits or licenses to any or all 
interurban railroads who may desire to 
operate cars over and upon the upper 
deck or pedestrian portion of said mu- 
nicipal bridge and tracks upon a pro 
rata compensation basis, without let or 
hindrance on the part of the Southern 
Illinois Traction Co., its successors or 
assigns. 

The bill and amendment were passed 
by a vote of % to lL. Delegate LEigel 
voted against it. Delegates Eilers, Gal- 
lagher, Igoe, Itner, Oviatt and Walker 
were absent.

The bill now goes to the Council, 
which will have three meetings before 
election day, Nov. 6, when the people 
are to vote on the proposition to issue 
$2,750,000 bonds for the completion of 
the free bridge. It will be possible for 


j the bill to be passed by the Council at 


its meeting of Nov. L 

It is thought that the repeal of the 
Southern franchise will do much to al- 
lay opposition to the bond issue. The 
proposition, to carry, must receive two- 
thirds of the entire vote cast at the elec- 
tion. 

The bill will have its first reading in 
the Council next Saturday.
